We feel that the theorists in education have held 
the wrong end of the stick in laying out courses of 
study, particularly in Alberta. For instance we always 
thought the enterprise system took a vast amount 
more energy than the results it got. Secondly we feel 
thai courses or study have been set up without re¬ 
gard to the demands that jobs make upon students 
graduating from high school and far too little regard 
for the university professors who are trying to lead 
them in advanced studies. 

Businessmen and universities are complaining in¬ 
creasingly about the young people' who present them¬ 
selves for employment or for advanced training. The 
employer wants more employees who are sure and at 
ease with words and figures than equipped with 
worldly poise. Worldly poise does nothing for a sten¬ 
ographer who can’t spell or clerk who can’t add a bill 
up correctly. Professors groan over exam papers and 
essays on English literature which are written in a 
language hardly recognizable as English. 

It’s the approach to education that we think is 
wrong headed. The emphasis has been placed on whe¬ 
ther or not the student is entertained or amused in- 
tead of whether he has oeen fitted for working or 
studying. We admit that the emphasis was perhaps on 
the other end of the stick at one time to the exclusion 
of the interest of the student, but not making him 
thoroughly acquainted with the fundamentals and ex¬ 
pecting him to absorb them by a sort of osmotic pro¬ 
cess from the mass of material presented, is 
wrong. 

We’ve done some reesarch in the matter with per¬ 
sonnel managers, prospective employers in several 
kinds of business and the answers were all the same. 

“I want a stenogarpher w'ho can spell decently, 
typo about sixty words a minute, line up a letter so 
that it looks well. I’ll be pleased if she’s had some 
practice with the dictograph but I don’t really care 
about that. I want her to be able to file intelligently 
and to be able to find the stuff afterwards. It sounds 
easy but I would say that not one in five really fits 
the bill, particularly in the line of spelling,” says one 
harrassed office manager. 

A chain grocery man wants clerks who can check 
invoices satisfactorily, figure sales tax rapidly. 

A garageman wants mechanics who can fill out 
a worksheet so that the bookeepers can make entries 
from them. The shipping manager in a department 
store wants drivers who can make change correctly. 

A University lecturer groans. “Send me ten stu¬ 
dents out of ten who know the difference between 
‘there’ and ‘their’! Right now I don’t get six out of 
ten who are quite positive about these two words.” ' 

We think the fault lies with too extensive a course, 
too many non-essentials, a theory that young people 
can’t learn unless they are entertained and won’t 
learn anything that presents a difficulty unless the 
course is sugar coated. We believe that fewer frills and 
more drill, fewer courses and better grounding in those 
would solve a lor of problems.—Nanton News.

The point brought out by the pictures has been 
completely missed; that is, the fact that discipline 
among the troops in question is such that no matter 
what the discomfort or hardship to the soldiers or 
their comrades, they carry on with their task and get 
the job done. Without reaching this standard of dis¬ 
cipline it would not be possible to fight and WIN bat-' 
tles.

an automatic track weighing scale 
that weighs cars in three and a 
half seconds while they are in 
motion down the hump; a 37-stall 
enginehouse equipped with direct 
steaming apparatus to eliminate 
smoke; and lfXMo-n towers moun¬ 
ted with floodlights and placed at 
strategic points for night operat¬ 
ions. In all, over 75 miles of track 
capable of holding 4869 oars were 
required for the terminal, which 
actually is a series of three op¬ 
erational yards witih other auxil¬ 
iary yards and which measures ov¬ 
er thiee-nnd-a-half miles in length 
and over a square mile in area.
